THE RUSSIAN OATH, 

At the Jast meeting of the Anglo-Jewish Association, Picteinie Marks and 
‘Sir Julian Goldemid expressed some surprise that Dr, Hermann Adler had assisted 
tho Ruesian Government to obtain the oath from the Russian Jews now resident — 


in this country. We undorstand that it was not until anxious consultation with 


others well qualified to form an opinion on the matter that the representative 


| of the Chief Rabbi took part in the ceremony. The persons who took the cath 


were those who had left property or still dearer pledges, members of their. 


| families,in Russia and who would not as subjects of the Russian Empire be — 
- permitted to return there unless they made this sign of submission to what, 
~ after all, is the government of their country. Tho fact that the Russian Govern- 


ment has failed to fulfil the duty to many of its eubjects of ensuring to them 


protection against barbarities such as those we this week report, might perhaps 


absolve others of its subjects from their allegiance if they wished to be absolved; 


but itis the wish and the interest of many of them to remain subjects of the 


Czar. In view of the necessily which existed for Jewish Russian subjecta in 
England to have some facilities afforded them of publicly declaring whether 
they chose to remain Russian subjects or not, it would have been cowardly to 
refuse facilities for the purpose. It is a strange doctrine that because the law 
fails to protect me or mine in one instance, I am to release those who administer 
tho law from all duties to protect mo in the future. Of course the oath was net 


taken by those who, having broken the laws of Russia in respect of military 


service, have taken refuge in England; they could not afford to return to 
Russia and would not be anxious to betray to the Russian authorities their 
identity here. But those who, having complied with the Russian law, desire to 
continue to enjoy such Imperfect protection as it affords them were entitled to an 
opportunity of taking the oath. The Russian Government offered them this 
opportunity subject to the condition that the oath should be properly adminia-: 
tered and explained by a Rebbi of the highest authority. Such a Rabbi was 
fo bes ia Dr. Hermatin Adler, and no one conversant with the circumstances 

I think that his duty would have allowed him to oscape from joining in the 
coremony which wo last week described. .In no way cther than by taking the 
oath could a Russian Jew earn tho right to return to his native country. Withe — 
out that certificate of authority, he would be liable to be evicted at 24 hours’ 

Lewisohn. 


THE BOARD OF DEPUTIES AND THK ANGLO-JEWISH 

There was some discussion, we believe, before the reception of the deputa- 
tion by Lord Granville on Tuesday mhethet the President of the Board of 
Deputies or the President of the Anglo-Jewish Association sould introduce the 
deputation.

Baron Henry de Worms, is senior in his office to Mr, Arthur Cohen, Q.C., M.P., 
President of the Board, and has by his questions in the House of Commons made 


the subject of the Russian Jows in a manner his own, We believe that it was 


on the personal grounds of Parliamentary practice that it was ultimately decided 


that Baron Henry de Worms should present the Deputation, aud we believe that 
this solution was due to the suggestion of Mr. Serjeant Simon, M.P., who might 
himself have claimed, that previously to the entry of either President into Par- 


- liament, he himself, both on behalf of the Board of Deputies and as a private 
memiber, frequently championed the cause of the Jews in Parliament with 


vigour and tact. The relation between the Board of Deputies and the Anglo- 
Jewish Association is a question of wider and more permanent interest.

GERMAN SYNAGOGUE. 


Last Wednesday having been appointed as the second day for the Russian 
Jews resident in London and the environs to take the oath of allegiance, a very 
large number availed themselves of the opportunity. The synagogue presented 
the same appearance as on the former occasion, and the proceedings differed in no 
material respect except that the Rev. HERMANN GOLLANCZ, Preacher at the New 
Synagogue, by invitation of the Wardens and Committee, delivered the address, The 
tev. Mr. Rosenstein andthe choir having recited Psalm xv., the Rev. Mr. Gollancz — 
addressed the assemblage. After explaining the object of the service, he said: 
I know that various opinions are being expressed as tothe propriety of this 
ceremony, especially in face of the social dangers which at present are threat?ning 


our coreligionists in Russia, However, in speaking to my own congregation on 


Sabbath last on the subject of the First Crusade, 1096 ($3NN M3), to which unfor- 
tunately affairs in Russia afford astriking parallel, I was careful t> explain that it 


- wasthe rabble that had joined the Crusades which was untiring in its plunder 


and massacre of theJews. The Jews, however, found a great patron and friend too 
in the person of the Emperor himself. When I see from latest accounts that the 
governors of districts, and even the Czar himself are persistently using their best

How much more cautious then should 
we be when we undertake to seal our confessions with the name of God—the 
Creator and Preserver of Human Existence—the Source of the blessings and the ills 
of life, the One who will not hold him guiltless who taketh His Name in vain,

sibility; speak not one thing with your mouth while meditating another in your

oath,” And lastly you, brethren, who feel that you cannot consistently take this oath

STEPNEY JEWISH SCHOOLS. 


The prizes to the pupils of the Stepney Schools were distributed on Sunday in. 


ithe new wing of the building by Mr. Serjeant Simon, M.P., in the presence of a 
_ Jarge number of the friends and relatives of the pupils. Amongst those present on 
the platform were the Rev. Dr, Hermann and Mrs. Adler, Mr. F. D. Mocatta, Mr. 


Benjamin Kisch, Mr. L, Lewisohn, Mr. Oswald Simon, Mr. A. Levy, Mr. H. Hymans |

Mr. D. M. Davis, choirmaster at the New West End Synagogue, presided at the 
harmonium, and the proceedings were opened by the children singing the 100th 


Mr. HENRY HyMAns (the Honorary Secretary), read the report of the Education 
Committee for the past year. The prizes having been distributed, | 


Mr. Serjeant Stmon, M P., said : Ladies and gentlemen, I had hoped to have | 


been able to have visited these schools to-day during school hours, to have come 
unexpectedly during the ordinary course of school instruction and have judged for 
myself what the course of instruction in these schools is, but my public duties and 


absence from town during the past week prevented my making so agreeable a visit. | 


I have however read the report of the Government Inspector and the report of last 
year, and I have heard read the report of your Education Committee to-day, atid I 


have some means of judging of the course of instruction pursued in these schools 


by the vast number of prizes, and the vast number of subjects for which prizes have 
been awarded. I can only say that it is a most honourable thing to those who 
brought this institution into life and carried it on so far that the instruction im- 
parted here is one which qualifies the children of those of our brethren who, if not 
the most indigent are not the most wealthy, for gaining their daily bread and at the 
rame time imparting to them a sound religious education, (Hear, hear). It is 
highly creditable not only to the management, but to the parents of the children, 
that while the institution admits to gratuitous education those whose parents are 
, unable to pay a fee, the annual receipts from school fees for the 400 pupils 
are about £360. The highest payment per head is Is. per week, and I find that the 
average payment is 7d., and that I say is highly creditable to the parents who, by 
their co-operation, have enabled the management to carry on the institution with 
ruccess. But, when we read in the report that Mr. Ricks, one of the chief inspectors of 
the School Board of London, puts the schoolin the rank of a“ lower middle class 
school,” it does not require any inspection to satisfy me that this school has been 
successfully conducted. (Hear, hear). I have been told to-day that it has been found 
necessary to place the school under Government inspection. I asked your excellent 
_ President why it was that the school having been so successful, having been able to 
pay its way and to build these handsome additions without having appealed to the 
public purse—how it was, having carried on this school so efficiently, and having 
attained to so high a standard that it was now necessary to place it under Govern- 
ment inspection ? I do not think that it is necessary for me to day to go into the 
reasons that have been assigned, and I will only say that the principal reasons were 


that unless that were done, this school would probably have been succeeded by a_ 


Board school. It was thought the time might and probably would come when a 
Board school would be established and supersede this institution, and if that were 
Fo it was felt, that the pleas which you could put forth would be in vain. The 
Government would have said, “ We cannot take any notice of your voluntary schools ; 
if you must have them, then support them by voluntary means, andif you cannot 
then you must take your chance.” That being so, the management have taken a 
wise course in placing this school under Government inspection. It may be that the 


standard of education will be lowered in School Board schoo!s because there has been. 


a great outcry for some time past at the doings of the Metropolitan School Board, 
at the high rates levied for the education of Christian children who are lower in 
' the social scale than those who are educated here. Among the Christian community 


60 high a standard of education is not needed for such children as we need here. 


All that is required for them is a rudimentary education known as the “ Three B.’s.”’ 
It has been the endeavour of some public men, and among them my friend Sir John 
Lubbock, to raise the standard and give the children a moral education ; but that 
must be its limits when the community are called upon to paya rate for the pur- 
pose of educating the children of those who are well able to pay for the education 
of their children. As I have eaid, it may happen that the standard will be lowered, 
but you may be sure that whatever the standard is, Her Majesty's Inspector 
will see that the schools are kept up in complete. efficiency. ‘his will 
remain a Jewish school, and though your portals will be open to the children of 
other religious denominations, instruction will be given in the Jewish religion, and 
Biblical and Jewish historical learning will be carried on as heretofore. (Hear, hear.) 
In a vast community composed of different political and religious opinions, it appears 
to me that unless men will agree on some common basis of religion, the State cannot 
do otherwise than take neutral ground in instruction. The State says, “ We are 
political ; our object, our very principle for existence is for secular purposes, and 
secular purposes only, and therefore unless the various religious denominations will 
agree on some common ground we must be neutral, leaving it to volun.ary effort to 


make up deficiencies and to carry out a course of religious and moral training.” As_ 


a public man I have always taken that view, but I do not hesitate to tell you that I 


_ have never done anything in my life with greator reluctance than to help to confine — 


education in Board Schools to secular subjects, for I believe, though it is well to 
teach children to read and write, something more is wanting, and that the great 
object of life is to get. a moral enlargement of life itself, (Cheers.) I know of 
nothing in a course of school studies that can take the place of that direct appeal to 
the heart and the moral sense which we have in religious duties. The world worships 
success—talent and success are ita great idols. I prefer a good man, A clever 


man may or may not bea good man. A man of moral elevation, high principle, — 


_ and a deep sense of honour, is a man infinitely nearer to his neighbour and is, to my — 


_Jaind, infinitely more worthy of acceptance and of honour than a mere man of 
talent, however successful he may be, (Renewed cheers.) Therefore, I think it is 
of the first importance to the children of all classes—especially those who by their 

_ Surroundings are not led to take a high moral tone—to have a moral as well as a 


ee secular instruction, and that it is a sin to omit to give it tothem. (Hear, hear) I © 
hope that no Government will interfere with the course of instruction that has | 
hitherto been given in this school—in Hebrew. in the Bible, in the Old Testament.

In strong Jewish feelings. (Hear, hear.) Perhaps that very circumstance has 


enabled me, whilst it has rivetted my convictions, to impart some good to my race — 


to which I am naturally attached, and whilst I would not say a word to encourage 


laxity of practice or indifference to those things that our brethren hold sacred, yet I - 


_ think that the intercourse of the youth of the Christian world will be good to both, 


eS and so far from detracting from our religion in the eyes of others, will elevate it by 


the respect which the conduct of our youth will inspire. (Hear, hear.) There never 


was a time when this friendly feeling should be more encouraged than now ; for

|. Jews should ever overwhelm a nation with a population of forty millions, I will 


not refer at length to the persecutions now taking place in Russia, for Russia 


is hardly to be classed amongst the civilized nations of the world. We 


expect these kinds of things under an autocratic power, though we do not expeot 
them in an enlightened-country like Germany. What these things teach us is that 
we must educate our children in. the secular requirements of the day, teach them to 


comport themselves as good citizens to the state to which they belong, and to 


assimilate themselves as much as porsible to the interests of the country in which 
they were born and whose subjects they are, It is not enough for them to possess 


- mere lip loyalty to their country, but they must take active parts in the local and 


general affairs of their country. We must educate our children so that they may aim 
not only at seats in parliament, but at boards of local self-government, so that 
whether as membersof local boards, and of boards of guardians of the poor, let 
us have Jews everywhere capable of taking their part in the duties of citizenship 
side by side with their Christian fellow subjects. Let them show, however, that they 
have the same English spirit in them that prevails amongst their neighbours and 
that they have the general interest of the country at heart. (Cheers). I will 
conclude my remarks by reading to you a communication which I have received 
from a most honoured and venerated man, I might almost say our great. patriarch, 
Sir Moses Montefiore. He wrote to me on the *th inst., and after regretting that he 


~ was not able to be here to-day, he enclosed a cheque for £5 and asked me to hand 


it over to the Honorary Secretary, and express to him his best wishes for the con- 
tinued successes of this institution. (Cheers). I may add that the cheque is drawn 
and signed in his own handwriting.

lution, aud thus prevent its being unanimously adopted. The grounds on which ° 


he made the proposal were set forth in a letter which Mr. Cohen read to the 
meeting and which he had addressed to the Bermondsey and Rotherhithe Adver- 
tiser,to point ovt why he could not agree to the wish of some of his constituents, 
who had asked him to vote against the motion for the erection of a memorial to 
Lord Beaconsfield in Westminster Abbey.. Mr, Cohen conclude! by formally 
moving his resolution, which was briefly seconded by Mr, Josrpa Szpac, the 
Vice-President of the Board, and carried unanimously. 

The CHAIRMAN reported to the meeting the results of the deputation to 
Lord Granville on the previous day, and incidentally mentioned that before 
the Foreign Secretary had received the official request to receive that depatation, 
his Lordship bad sent him (Mr. Cohen) a private communication, wherein he 
courteously offered an interview to the representatives of the Jews in Eagland. 
Mr. Cohen also mentioned that he had been in communication with Baron 
Bleichréder in Berlin, who had strongly urged that at the present juncture it 
would be injurious to the canse of the Jews in Russia if any. political s*eps were 
now taken with regard to the proceedings in that country. ‘Cho Baron hat 
expressed his belicf that the tinie was not far distant when some accion with 
the Rassian Government would be not only expedient, but desir.ble. The 
Chairman read extracts froin.a letter which he had received froin sic Moses 
Montefiore, in which the venerable Bironet expressed his cordial approval of the

The consecration of the new wing which has just been erected at the rear of the 
xisting building of the Jewish Home on Stepney Green took place on Sunday last. 
the officiating ministers being the Rey. Dr. H. Adler and the Rev. 8. Levy, the latter 
being assisted by members of the choirs of the Great and New Synagogues, Tho 
ceremony was attended by a large. gathering, among whom were several ladies and - 
gentlemen who had previously witnessed the distribution of prizes at the neigbouring

The religious proceedings commenced with the chanting of the Dedication Psalm 


by the Rev: 8. Levy and the choir, this being sueceeded by the reading of the ord. 


nary Afternoon Service. »A-Hebrew prayer, consisting of excerpts from the Psalms 
and bearing on the protection of the aged, having next been intoned, ee 
The Rey. Dr. H. Adler offered up a brief prayer, in which he implored tho 
Almighty to take the new wing under His protection, recalling the words of Solomon 
“Tf the Eternal build not the house, they who build it labour in vain ; ‘if the Eterna] 
guard not the city, the watchman watcheth in vain.” He prayed that murmuring, 
and lamentations might not be heard within the walls of the building, that the 
inmates might be inspired with peace and voncord so that they should bear their 


infirmities without complaint, and that the master and matron might be animate] 


with gentleness and forbearance towards those placed under their care, After 
invoking a blessing on those who had founded, maintained and enlarged the institu- 
tion, Dr. Adler concluded by praying for God’s protection on behalf of the Jews who 
were given up to persecution in far off lands, and that the hearts of their more 
favoured brethren might be filled with compassion to alleviate their misery, 

With the chanting of Psalm exi, and of .A/eny, the religious ceremony termi- 
nated, 

Mr. F. D. Mocartra. the President of the Home, then addressed the assemblage. 
He said that all who were interested in the growth of the institution would view. 
with satisfaction the work which had been carried on by the committee. By means 
of the new wing which had just been consecrated, the managers would be enabled to 
increase the number of inmates from 37 to 52, but he feared that all the beds would 
not immediately be filled up. because it was far easier to build a house than to find 
the means of furnishing and maintaining it. The family in the Home was a happy 
and contented one, considering that the oldest member was 95, and the youngest 
about Was a great advanta that the management of the Home was entrusted 
to the care of so excellent a master and matron’as Mr. and Mrs. Shuter, and that its 
affairs were supervised by numerous good friends, amongst whom he would mention. 
Mr. S. A. Green, who might not inaptly be termed the father of the Home. A large 
amount of material help was required before the additional inmates could be received, 
and it would be a great misfortune if the committee, whilst: having so excellent’ a 
Imbitation to offer, were unable to utilise it from want of funds. One interesting 
point in connection with the Home was the extreme care exercised before any inmates 
were admitted within its walls, A stricl investigation was made by the committce 
into the circumstances and conduct of each appheant, so that none but those who 
were thoroughly deserving were accepted as Inmates. It was equally satisfactory 
fat none of the subseribers ever Claimed to havea share in the eleetion of candidates 
by means of votes. He trusted that in time the system of admitting applicants. not 
by proxies but through the cominittee, would be adopted not only by Jewish but also 
Mr. Mocatta concluded by proposing a vote of thanks to the 
Rev: Dr. H. Adler and to other gentlemen who had honoured the ceremony with 
their presence, conspicuous among whom he named Mr. Serjt.

It 
should be impressed on our poorer brethren that during the time of their vigour they 
ought to put by for a rainy day, and that one of the first obligations resting on the 


relatives of the poor.was to provide for them in their old age. It was only when 


they had not been able to make sufficient provision for their own maintenance during 
old age. that the poor should rely. on public. charity for their support.’ Dr. Adler 
concluded by expressing the hope that the community would readily come forward 
with their contributions so as to-enable the committee to. fill the new wing. .

A special meeting of the Council of the Anglo-Jewish Association was held on 
Sunday to consider the question of holding a public meeting with reference to the 
Jews of Russia. There were present : Baron Henry pe Worms, MP., President, in 
the Chair; Mr, Serjeant Simon, M.P. ; Sir Julian Goldsmid, the Revs. A. L. Green, 
Prof. Marks, A. Lowy ; Dr. Maurice Davis, Messrs. Elim D'Avigdor, L. M. Bergthei),

_ © The CHAIRMAN explained the important object of the meeting—to elicit the 
views of the members upon the expediency of holding a public mecting, a represen- 
tative mecting, to protest against the treatment of the Jews of Russia. 
tial that the meeting, if held, should be firm, temperate and unanimous, They should 
guard against the probable danger of speakers at such a meeting indulging in extreme 
indignation founded perhaps upon political proclivities which should be carefully 
banished. The introduction of party feelings into the question would do much more 
harm than good. 


Mr. Serjeant Stmon, M.P., said that as he was the first to suggest the holding of -}| 
the public meeting held a few years ago at the Mansion House with reference to the 


Jews of Roumania, a few observations from him upon the question before the 
meeting would probably not be considered amiss. The meeting should not be exclu- 


sively attended or addressed by Jews. There was always, he feared, a lurking pre- | 


judice against the. Jews even in England. ‘Therefore the Jews should be very 
cautious how they acted. When the Roumanian meeting was held there was no 
political question before the country. There was great and warm feeling of sym- 
pathy with the Roumanian Jews. There was thus a peculiar timeliness about that 
meeting, which was attended by Christians of great influence who attended to vin- 
dicate the name of Christians—as a protest against the treatment of Jews by Chris- 
tians, All the speakers with the exception of. the late Sir Francis Goldsmid were 
Christians. That was the kind of meeting that should now be held. The mecting 
should be held at the Mansion House, convened by the Lord Mayor, who would invite 
Christians to protest in the name of their religion and humanity against the il!- 
treatment of the Jews of Russia. The Lord Mayor, asa Liberal and philanthropist, 
would not refuse to convene such a meeting, which should be so arranged as to 
secure its thoroughly representative character and be addressed by Christians who 
would, as in the instance of the Roumanian meeting, protest in the name of Chris- 
tians against the violation of the principles of the Christian religion and the 
degradation of the Christian name. There was one difficulty he had, that was the 
opinion that the protest should include the anti-Semitic agitation in Germany. which 
had set the ball rolling and which had been too little checked by the German 
Government, There had however been a disavowal of sympathy with the movement, 
but a Court preacher was the head of the agitation, That agitation should there- 
fore also be denounced at the proposed meeting. 

The Rev. Prof. Marks agreed with Serjeant Simon, and said they could not do 
better than follow the lines of the Roumanian meeting referred to by the learned 
Serjeant. THe could not help thinking that a serious mistake was made last weck 
furan Englishman to take part in a ceremony tha‘ partook of the nature of kissing 
the rod of the rmiter, It was no doubt right for the Russian Jews in London to 
take the oath of allegiance to the new Empcror, but for an Englishman to take a 
leading part in that ceremony was unaccountable, and gave rise to the belief that no 
matter how ill-treated the Jews were, they were always prepared to bend their backs 
to their smiters. | 

Sir JULIAN GOLDSMID said that he also could not understand why an English 

synagogue was used by Russian Jews to swear allegiance to their new Emperor at a 
time when the Jewish people had reason to bitterly complain of the treatment of 
their fellow Jews in Russia. At the time of the Roumanian meeting there was a 
strong feeling in England that England, as one of the Signatory Powers of the Treaty 
of Paris was somewhat responsible for the maladministration of the Ronmanian 
Government. Therefore English public opinion was peculiarly valuable. In the 
present instance, however, there was not such a unanimity of feeling, and if the 
public meeting was not a very great success it would be a great failure. ‘There 
would be a great hesitation on the part of a great number of members of Parlia- 
ment to take part in a meeting which might admit of the admission of party spirit, 
There was also the question of the anti-Jewish agitation in Germany which it would 
be most unwise to raise; especially as the agitation would probably soon die out. The 
proposed meeting, he feared, would not be a signal success owing to the extreme 
state of political tension at the present time.

On Tuesday afternoon a deputation of the Council of the Angla-Tcwish 
Association and the Board of Deputies waited upon Lord. Granville at - 


the Foreign Office on the subject of the treatment of the Jews in Russia; By

Baron Henry pe Worms: My Lord,—I have tho honour of introducing to 
you a deputation of the Board of Deputies and the Anglo-Jowish Association, 
Ef havé the honour, in conjanction with Sir Julian Goldsmid, Mr. Ssrjeant Simon, 
Mr. Mocatta, and many other gentlemen, to represent the Anglo-Jewish Associ. 
ation.. These two bodies are the representative bodies of the Jewish commnnity 
generally, and as such wo havo ventured: to como here to-day, respectfully to 


ask your Lordship, on bebalf of the Government of Hor Majasty the Qisen, to 


tako such eteps as you may thiak possible with a view of anclioratinz the 
condition of the Jews in Russia, and to prevent, as far as interference may 
prevent, the recurrence or continuance of the terrible outrages which aro now 
taking place in that.country. My Lord, 1 need scarcely say in approaching thig 
very diflicult subject, I do so.without the smallest tinge of party feeling wiat- 
ever ; in fact, I should pot be doing my duty to those gentlemen [ represent 
here, and I should be wanting in my duty to vards you and to the Goverament 
were L show, in the slightest degree, any tinge of political feeling whatever, [ 
merely say this in order to prevent any luypression of that. kind going abroad, 
Of course, the news which bas reached us is such as we have received through 
the public press and from private sources at our command, and we aro bouad to 
say that the outrages which are now extending, unfortunately, in Russia, are 
of the most heart-rending description. Weare aware that it is extremely diilica't 
for any Government to take any direct action with a large and important power 
such as that of Russia, but, on the other hand, we are convinced that the sym- 
pathies of every Government must be with us and against a repetition of thoso 
outrages ; and we firmly believe that an expressiéa. ot opinion emanating fron 
the Government of Her Majesty the Queen, must of necessity be franght with 
the most beneficial effects. I wish as much as possible to disconnect the imm- . 


diate subject of this deputation froin another. question affecting the Jews--I 


mean the case of Mr. Lewisohn ; and if I allade to it it is not with reference to 
the individual case of Mr. Lewisohn, b:t only to point out thatin my opinion, 
and in the opinion of many of the gentlemen present, there is an intimate con.» 
nection between these outrages and the case of Mr. Lewisohn, inasmuch as the 
Oppression in that gentleman’s case would tend to stimulate perlaps the artificial 
agitation which now pervades the whole of the Russian Empire. 1 mean by this 
that the acquiescence of the Goverament would justify in their own eyes the 
ignorant, the peasantry, and the lower oflicials for their conduct in the oppression 
ot tho Jows. I will read a few lines from a leiter,which I have received from 
Russia. Tae writer says: * Tho only radical change which could strike-at the 
roots of the evil would be to obtain a change in the restrictive laws against the 
Jews, which create a public prejudice against the Jews, thus signalling them out 
to the evil instincts of the peasantry and dote:ring fucctionaries from the duty 
of protecting them like other citizens.” I have no doubt that the action directed 
against Mr. Lewisohn on the ground that he was a Jew formed in the 
minds of many of the ignorant and wild populace of Russia some excuse 
for committing the outrages which we all deplore. All that we ask is that 
your Lordship will take into consideration the representation of this very — 
important body representing the Jewish citizens of nearly the whole of Her 
Majesty’s British Empire, and that the Government will, through you, make 
such représenta'ions to the Russian Government as to ehow that the voice of the — 
country not only of the Jews, but the public opinion, generally, is undoubtedly 
against measures which are worthy ooly of ths barbarism of the middle ages — 
and which are a disgrace to the civilization of the present day. All 1 can say 
is that we leave our case confidently in your hands. = oho | 
Mr. Artuur Conen: As President of the Board of Deputies, 1. wish to 


address a few words to your lordship. In the first place I wish to say that these — 


outrages, which every man must deplore, seem to me to be entirely unconnected 


with the question whether the laws of Russia relating to the Jews, are fair and 


what we should like. There is, we know, a great difficulty on the part of any 


government interfering with the laws of. any other country.

They did not 
fire and did nothing to check what was going on, and did not exercise those 
powers which they might have exescised until all was over. Jewish soldiers were 


attacked and killed in the ranks without the interference of their officers and | 


comrades, ove case of a Jewish soldier ‘in’ the engineers being 
reported in the newspapers with such authenticity as to placo it beyond 
doubt. Although there were present mounted police and Cossacks the 
atrocities went on, and Jewish schools 


were sacked burnt. 
At Odessa the whole Jewish quarter was plundered and there was 
the most cruel treatment, in fact it was a repetition of the Bulgarian 


atrocities. Asto the claims of England with regard to the rights of her sub- 
jects visiting Russia that is an international question ; but it is well to bear 
in mind that inasmuch as the law is levelled against Jows, po matter from what 
country they may come, even a British subject may be expelled the Ewpire, 
and so long as a law ‘of that kind remains, the Jews can have little hope for 
safety. (Hear, hear). My learned friend, Mr. Cohen, has said that possibly 
this is a thing that might be dealt with in the future when every Power might

Accounts of outrages upon tho Jews in Southern Ruesia continue to be 


received, The most reassuting circumstance reported during the week is the — 


account of the reception by the Emperor of an influential deputation of 
Russian Jows to whom he granted an audience at Gatchina on Monday: 
The deputation consisted of two well known financial celebritiés of S’. 
Petersburg, the banker, Baron Gtinzberg, and the Director of the Discount Bank, 
M. Sack ; two aivocates, MM. Passover and Bank ; and a veteran member of the 
Jewish community in St. Petereburg. These gentlemen had asked to be presented 
to His Majesty during a previous interview with the Grand Duke Vladimir. 
From t! » Gatchina station Court carriages conveyed them to the Palace, where 


they were received by Count Vorontsoff, served with refreshments, and then 


introduced to the Emperor. His Majesty, who’ was unattended, received 
them in the anteroom adjoining his cabinet in the very kindest 
manner, Baron Giinzberg, the head of the party, assured His Majesty of the 
loyalty of all his Jewish subjects; and then M. Sack was requested to speak 
openly on the subject of his visit. M. Sack, thus encouraged, freely laid bare 
the actual position of Russian Jews, and in reply to a question as to why the 
Jews were so much disliked, fully explained the matter to the Emperor. In 
the course of the conversation the subject of Jowish aversion to military service 
and the prohibition against the tenure of land by Jews were mentioned by the 
deputation. His Majesty aesured its members that the question should receive 
his beet attention, and ordered them to address a memorial on the subject to the 
Minister of the Interior. Both the Emperor and the Grand Duke Vladimir ex - 
presecd their belief that race hatred was not the real cause of the recent disorders, 
but only the pretence. The Emperor also requested the deputation to inform all 
their coreligionists that he made no differences between his faithful subjects on 
the ground of religion or nationality, and declared his opinion that the recent 
sabes of the Jews was merely a pretext for disorder, knowing as he did 

ow long the Jews bad lived peaceably among the Christians. The deputation 
returned to town highly impressed with the kindliness of the reception. 

The outrages at Kieff are described by eye-witnesses as of a most 
barbarous character, The destruction of property was enormous, and the 
personal ill usage of Jews no Jess general. The police and military remained 

assive and allowed the sanguinary acts of the rioters to proceed without check. 
he whole conspiracy against the Jews was plannei with much deliberation. 


The destruction of property belonging to Jews in Southern Russia is estimated | 
at 100,000,000 roubles. At Odessa, also, during the rioting, the authorities 
‘took no steps to protect the Jews, but numerous arrests have since been made. 


General Drenteln, Governor-General of Kieff, has ‘issued-two proclamations 
admonishing the populace against creating further disturbances. THe warned 
them that the troops will be effectually employed to quell any further 
outrages. He called upon all right minded citizens to assist the Govern- 


ment in putting an end to the scenes of disorder and plunder, and — 


declared that no mercy would be shown to the assassins’ and rascals who 
lead the ignorant masses astray. The disturbances .have extended from 
the large towns such as Kieff and Odessa to the rural districts. Thousands of 
Jews are ruined and homeless, There is urgent need for all the funds that can 
be sent to relieve the great distress. Many rich Jews in Moscow have received 


~ threatening letters and general consternation prevails, The Poriadok and Golos 


eclare that the Jews should be granted equal rights and be permitted to distri- 
bute themselves all overthe Empire.

DR, HERMANN ADLER ON THE ANTI-JEWISH ATROCITIES 


_ The Rev. Dr. HERMANN ADLER preached on Sabhath last on “The Loy 
of the Stranger,” in continuation of a series of discourses on the Principles and 
Duties of Judaism, He cited the various laws on the subject to be found in the 
Bible, and contrastel the principle of toleration and goodwill which breathed jn 

them with the hatred and cruelty that characterised the conduct of the Egyptians 
towards foreigners, and the ill-will! which caused the cultured Athenians to yiew 
all aliens as barbarians. He continued, “Civilization boasts much of its advanced _ 
morality. We pride ourselves on possessing more refined notions of right, justice 

and benevolence in these enlightened times than people ever had in what is oon. 
temptuously termed the semi-barbarous and bucolic age of Moses, Yet look upon — 
the legislation of the Pentateuch with respect to strangers and foreigners and behold 
in glaring contrast, the sad spectacle enacted in the Russian Empire at the present 


portion of the Empire where, as he had stated, there formerly flourished the Jewish 
kingdom of the Khozars, whoaccorded perfect freedom to the members of every religious 
sect. Dr. Adler next referred tothe part he had taken in the ceremony of the preceding 


_ Wednesday when the Jewish subjects of Russia resident in this country, had sworn 
allegiance to the new Czar, He had come to the conclusion, after anxious consider. 


ation and consultation with several leaders of the community that he was not 
justified in refusing the request made to him to attend officially on that occasion, 
He followed the line of conduct taken by the Rabbis of France and Berlin, and by 
the ministers of several religious communions here in endeavouring to impress upon 


_ those present the binding force and sanctity of an oath. It should be remembered 


that there were certain of our brethren, natives of Russia, who were in the habit of 
travelling to that country for business purposes and family reasons, on whom it was 
incumbent to take the oath of fidelity. He felt it his duty also on that occasion to 
express his horror atthe principles and deeds of the Nihilists, principlesand deeds, than 
which nothing could be more opposed to the teachings of Judaism. He next proceeded 
to specify. the duties incumbent upon us at the present crisis, The action about to be 
taken by the leaders of the two political organizations in our midst in invoking 
the powerful help of our humane Government could not fail to have some effect, 
There was also a task to be performed by each individual member of the community 
in succouring those who were suffering from excesses which reminded us vividly of 
the outrages perpetrated in the time of the Crusades during the mournful period of 
the Sefirah. Englishmen were charged that they entertain some feeling of dislike 
towards foreigners. May be the charge was not quite unfounded. But whenever our 
foreign brethren are in trouble, when their plains reaches our shores, the then old — 
Jewish feeling of Mr rises triumphant above every insular prejudice; our 
hearts are touched and our purse-strings unloosed. In the sacred name of this love 
and benevolence, he would plead that day on behalf of those who had lost their all, 
who had fled panic-stricken from their pillaged homes, Dr. Adler proceeded to make 
a stirring appeal for contributions to the fund initiated by Messrs, Louis Cohen and 
Sons.

My Lord,—I beg most respectfully to bring the following case under your Lord-— 
ship's notice, for the consideration of Her Majesty's Government. 

| I am a merchant carrying on business in London at the above address, and — 
having commercial relations in Europe and America, and the nature of my business 
requires frequent visits to Russia, I am by race and creed a member of the Jewish 
community. In August last having occasion to visit Russia, for the purposes of my 


pusiness, I provided myself with the enclosed passport bearing your Lordship’s signa-. | 


ture and duly viséd by the Russian Consul-General in London, Having thus com- 
plied with all the formalities required by the Russian Authorities from foreigners - 
visiting Russia, I passed the Russian frontier without. molestation or hindrance, pro- 
—eveding first to the Nishney Novgorod Fair, where I stayed for three weeks, and at 

the termination of the fair I started for St. Petersburg, where I arrived on Friday, 
17th of September. Talighted at the Hotel de l'Europe and immediately on arrival 
handed my passport to the manager, so that it might be submitted to the proper 
authorities in the ordinary way. Sunday and a Russian holiday on Monday inter- 
vening, this could not be attended to until Tuesday, 21st September. It appears that 
at the Bureau des Etrangers (an office which is established for the control of 
foreigners) an Official is employed whose duty it is to examine the passports of 
foreigners, and when the name, apparently, indicates a Jewish origin the passport is 
detained and marked at the foot, for the Chief's further consideration. My passport 
was thus detained at the Bureau and I was required to appear personally the next 
morning (Wednesday, 22nd September). I was led before the head of the department, 
who merely addressed to me the following question, * Are you'a Jew?” and on my 
answering in the affirmative he told me that such being the case I conld not be per-- 
mitted to remain in St. Petersburg, but must leave within twenty-four hours for the 
Russian frontier. Thereupon an order of expulsion was, in my presence, endorsed on 
my passport in Russian, of which the following is a literal translation into English : 
The Bearer of this passport, the British subject Leon Lewisohn, a Jew, is for- 
hidden to stay in St. Petersburg.” I was also informed that the Chief of the Police 
of the district in which the hotel was situated would receive simultaneous instructions 
to enforce the strict execution of this Order, the effect of which was not only to pre- 
vent my staying at St. Petersburg, but also to:prevent my visiting any other places 
within the Russian dominions. 

I immediately called at the British Embassy, but, unfortunately, the Ambassador 
and the principal members of his staff were all absent, and the only person whem I 
could see was a subordinate employé, who informed me in a somewhat peremptory 
manner that the Embassy was powerless to interfere and could not give me the 
aasistance and protection which, according to the wording of my passport. your 
Lordship, in the name of. Her Majesty, requested and required to be afforded. 

Compelled thus to leave Russia, I was both prevented from accomplishing my 
business in St. Petersburg and was obliged to abandon a projected journey to Odessa 
and Rostow, previously arranged with my American partners. The above statement 
isa plain and unvarnished account of circumstances under which I, a British sub- 
ject, following my lawful occupation and entitled to the protection accorded by the 
British Laws, was summarily expelled from the territory of a friendly Power. 

It is hardly necessary for me to remark the personal annoyance which such 


expulsion entailed upon me. ‘Nor do I wish toenlarge upon the pecuniary loss which — 


LT suffered, from being prevented accomplishing business involving large interests, 
the transaction of which had been one of my principal objects ‘in visiting Russia. 
Under these circumstances I most respectfully appeal to your Lordship to obtain: 
for me adequate redress for the wrong which I have suffered and the indignity to 
which I have been subjected, and I confidently hope that by means of the representa- 
tions which Her Majesty’s Government will make on the subject to the Government 
of the Czar, effectual pledges may be obtained against the recurrence of similar 
indignities ; and further that, through your Lordship’s intercession, all restrictions 
affecting British subjects of the Jewish faith travelling in Russia may be entirely 
Trusting your Lordship will give this letter your favourable consideration,

Having just returned from attending the fourteenth general meeting of the 
Alliance Israclite Universelle, I hasten to send you a report of this charming 


Jewish {4:c, charming by the end at which it aims, by the results which it hag 


achieved, and on account of the illustrious persons who honoured it with their 
oe Preciscly at balf-past eight in the evening, M. 8S. H. Goldschmidt, one of 


the Vice-Presidents of the Alliance, mounted the presidential fautenil, having on 


his right M. Isidor, the Grand Rabbi of France, M. Leven, Member of the Muni-. 
cipal Council and Secretary-General of the Alliance, and M. Erlanger, and on 
- his left, M. Derenbourg, the other Vice-President of the Alliance and Member of 


the Institute, M. Zadoe Kahn, the Grand Rabbi of Paris, and M. Leonce Leh- 
mnann, the Treasurer of the Alliance. Round the bureau were seated the mem. 
hers of the Propaganda Committee, as also MM. Masse, St. Paul, Wogue (Grand 
Rabbi and editor of the Univers Israélite), Astruc (late Grand Rabbi of Belgium), 
Weill, Henri Picart, Edmond Kohn, Veneziani, &e. |
